_ RIGID ELASTICITY. 

It is a little curious at this late date 
to hear Senator ALLasow, & very old Sén- 
ator who has had much to Go with cur- 
rency legislation, declaririg to the Bank- 
ers’ Chid of Chicago that the National 
banks “‘can increase their cifevlation at 

will,” and that all they need to secure 
adequate elasticity for their circulation 
is the repeal of the timit of $8,000,000 a 
month to withdrawals, * 

Undoubtedly that ‘limit should be re- 
pealed,’ It was enacted under the influ- 
ence of the absurd notion that the bank- 
ers were liable to engage in 4 conspiracy 
to make money scarce in ofder to make 
it dear. But when the repeal ia got, the 
élasticity of the cireulation wit be far 
from complete. Itwtil etill depend not 
on the demands of Jegitimate business 
alone, gs it should, but on those demands 
and the pricé of United States bonds. 
The two may work together, bat there is 
not the slightest reason to expect that 
they always will, and theré have been 
many occasions when they d{a not.

It is 
much easter in existing conditions to ma- 
nipulate a speculative advance in cotton 
than to effect and sustain a correspend- 
ing advarice in the price of cotton fabrics, 
Before the ratio is established the losses 
are likely to be wery heavy. The fact 
that exporters are not looking for ardérs 
at present prices is- significant. We 
understand very well that even undis- 
puted ethical considerations do not dom- 
inate the course of speculation; but when 
the results of speculation are what we 
see them to be at the moment in the 
case of raw cotton, anything of the na- 
ture of “general joliification,” even. on 
‘change, might with propriety and ad- 
vantage be dispensed with.
